As well as durable, easy to service, and as trouble-free 
as humanly possible. 


We wanted our production facilities to be flexible 
enough to allow us to constantly incorporate even 
more advanced safety devices into the car as they’re 
developed. 


Finally, our automobile had to be affordable by most 
people. Which meant it had to be popular-priced. 


The reality of the Bricklin was made possible by our 
ability to combine innovative technology with tried 
and proven components. Plus the fact that, since we 
started from scratch, we didn’t have to scrap any as- 
sembly lines or expensive production equipment. 


(Which is probably the only reason why Detroit hasn’t 
mass-produced a car like the Bricklin already.) 


Sure, we hope that the Bricklin will make money for 
the Bricklin Vehicle Corporation, but in the final anal- 
ysis we can sincerely say we built the Bricklin as much 
for the safety and joy of the people who will buy this 
superb automobile as for ourselves.

It has an energy absorbing bumper system capable of 
absorbing impacts in excess of existing government 
requirements. 

The fuel tank is protected on five sides by steel mem- 
bers. Rather than simply strapped to the body and 
left almost fully exposed as on most cars. 

A steel roll cage surrounds the passenger compart- 
ment, providing much greater, all around protection 
than any standard frame. 

The instrument panel is fully padded and easily read- 
able. 

The weight distribution and aerodynamics of the car 
afford effortless and precise handling. 

Radial tires are standard. 

And, of course, the Bricklin comes standard with the 
full complement of mandatory safety equipment 
found on all other cars. 


Bumpers that absorb impacts instead 
of passing them on. 


Just its unusual bumper system alone separates the 
Bricklin from other mass-produced automobiles. 

In the event of a front or rear collision, the bumpers 
are designed to recede into the car, absorbing the 
shock of the impact. 

Federal safety standards require all cars to withstand 


impacts of 5S mph.(With no damage to safety related 
items only.) 


The Bricklin was designed to withstand impacts in 
excess of these standards. 
We think that’s pretty impressive. 


The Bricklin’s inside is as exciting 
as its outside. 
The Bricklin’s one-piece, contoured bucket seats have 


been engineered for maximum passenger comfort and 
safety. 


In addition to full instrumentation, including tachom- 


eter, oil pressure gauge, etc., the Bricklin features a 
backup system of warning lights. 

Unlike any other mass-produced car in the world, the 
Bricklin comes standard with air conditioning, tinted 
glass, AM-FM stereo radio, 4-speed transmission, 
radial tires, mag wheels, tilt steering wheel, right and 
left side view mirrors...everything but a cigarette 
lighter. Because we don’t think smoking while driving 
is safe—we don’t want you dropping a hot cigarette in 
your lap and driving our beautiful car into a tree. 

So, since there are no optional extras other than an 
automatic transmission and power doors, when you 
pay the basic price of a Bricklin you get the whole car. 
As far as we know, that idea in itself is an innovation. 


Our body beautiful will stay that way 
thanks to space-age acrylics.

itself. 


But from the practical standpoint, what the Bricklin 
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body is made of deserves explanation. 
Itis formed of spac 
making it many times stronger than steel or fiber glass. 
It is impervious to the elements. 

It is rustproof. (Plastic, obviously, doesn’t rust, and 
there’s no superfluous chrome trim. ) 

There’s not even a paint job to ruin since there’s no 
paint job. The pigmentation is in the acrylic substance 
itself. Which means if a fender, for example, is scratched, 
itcan simply be buffed out. 

We have only one word of caution: Because some car 
washes employ extremely coarse brushes on their ma- 
chinery, we strongly recommend that the Bricklin be 
washed by hand. Of course, any damage that a car 
wash might inflict could be quickly buffed out, but 
why subject yourself to that aggravation? 

Besides, we'd expect that anyone who owned sucha fine 
automobile would want to wash it by hand.

Of the Bricklin’s many design innovations, its gull- 
Wing doors are the most evident. ; 
Besidés adding to the appeal of the car, gull-wing 
doors are also quite practical. As well as safer than 
Ordinary doors. 

Since they open almost vertically, you can get in and 
| Out of the car with ease even when you have less than 
| 12” of clearance. Which also means you're less likely

to bang your own doors or the other guy’s car. 
They’re safer because they open up and out of the way 
of traffic, kids on bicycles, even pedestrians, who have 
been known to walk into opening car doors on occasion. 
An optional electro-hydraulic system opens and closes 
the doors at the touch of a button. And when they 
close, they lock automatically, cutting down on the 
possibility of theft and the attendant accidents stolen 
vehicles are likely to get involved in. 

All things considered, it’s obvious that gull-wing doors 
weren’t put on the Bricklin just for looks. 


Even the Bricklin’s performance 
is safety oriented. 


The Bricklin is powered by an American-made 360 
cubic inch V-8 engine with a 4-barrel carburetor. 
Which means it has more than enough power to enable 
you to accelerate safely into the high-speed traffic flow 
of today’s highways. As well as pass safely. 
Furthermore, the Bricklin’s top cruising speed is well 
above top legal speeds so you'll never come close to 
straining the engine. 

Yet the Bricklin’s gas mileage is well above average. 
So much for going. As for stopping, the Bricklin fea- 
tures, as standard equipment, power disc brakes in 
front and drums in rear for effortless, sure and even 
braking. : 

The Bricklin has a smaller turning radius than most 
imports.
